No. 3/1 /98-Public.—The President has learnt, with deep regret, of the sad demise of Shri G ulzarilai Nanda, 
former Prime Minister of India, at Ahmedabad, Gujarat, on January 15,1998, at 1545 hrs. Inhis passing away, India has 
lost a great freedom fighter, an astute statesman and a zealous social worker. 

2. Shri Gulzarilai Nanda was horn on July 4, 1898 at Village Garthal, District Sialkot (now in Pakistan), to 
Shri Bulagi Ram and Sint, Ishwar Devi. He was educated at Lahore, Agra and Allahabad. He worked as a research 
scholar on labour problems at the University of Allahabad during 1920-21 and became Professor of Economics at the 
National College, Bombay in 1921. 

3. Shri Gulzarilai Nanda joined the Non-cooperation Movement in 1921. He was imprisoned for participat¬ 
ing in Satyagraka in 1932, and again from 1942 to 1944. He was elected to the Bombay Legislative Assembly in 1937 
and was Parliamentary Secretary (Labour & Excise) to the Government of Bombay from 1937 to 1939. Later, as Labour 
Minister of the Bombay government (1946-50), he successfully piloted the Labour Disputes Bill in the State Assembly, 

4. SHH "Gulzarilai Nanda served as Deputy Chairman, Planning Commission, d uring 1950-51 and 1960-63. 
He was Union Mintetef for Planning, 1951-52; Union Minister for Planning, Irrigation and Power, 1952*57; and Union 
Minister for Home Affairs, 1963-66, Following the death of Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, he acted as Prime Minister of 
India from May 27, 1964 to June 9, 1964, Again, on January 11,1966, he was sworn in as Prime Minister following the 
death of Shri Lai Bahadur Sbastri and continued as such till January 24, 1966. He also served as Union Minister for 
Railways dining 1970-71, 

5. Shri Gulzarilai Nanda has authored a few books. His publications include Some Aspects of Khadi, History 
of Wage Adjustment in the Ahmedabad Textile and Industry and Approach to Second Five Year Plan—Some Basic 
Considerations. 

6. Shri Gulzarilai Nanda was a sage in the true sense of terms, in recognition of his long and outstanding 
service in national and international spheres, he was awarded Padma Vibhushan in 1991 and Bharat Ratna in 1997.
